From the 8th to the 16th of June, 1868, 


Tue Oudh Ukbar of the 12th of May says that a Bhurtpore 
-correspondent writes that ‘the followers of the Emamia 
nepeemeangsy religion are just now inclined to be quarrel. 
some,” The writer goes on to say,—* From the time that 
Nawab Ussud Allee Khan, son-in-law of the Nawab Doola, of 
this creed, murdered Jungee Khan, son of Raimuth Khan, 
in some religious dispute, there have been symptoms of enmity 
between them ; and it has now been arranged that a notice 
be sent to the Political Agent to take measures to bind down 
the above-mentioned parties to keep the peace, so that they 
be not allowed to give vent to their ill-feelings. Let us see 
what will be the result of allthis. God grant that it may be 
well !” 


Then follows the Cabul Diary, or Diary of Cabul News, com- 
mencing on April 17th :—‘ Aman Khan arrived from Cabul, 
and told the Ameer that Ameer Shere Ali was collecting 
forces in Hazara, with the intention of attacking Ghuznee. 
Hearing this, the Ameer ordered supplies and magazine stores 
to be sent off at once to Ghuznee. On the 18th, the nephew 
of Surfraz, Khan, ‘with five hundred soldiers, went to Ghuznee, 
&e.,&. On the. 19th, the Ameer had a good deal of conver- 
sation with Beebee Murwareed. about Ghuznee, andthen gave 
orders for the Kandahar troops to be paid uP all arrears, and 
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warned to be in readiness to go to the fight; and the mannr- 
facturers of fireworks received orders to make gunpowder. On 
the 20th, the Sirdar Abdul Sirroor Khan, accompanied by 100 
cavalry, wind to Sadabad, to strengthen the fort there: and, 
at an interview, the Kohistanee Chief, Golam Jan, advised the 
Ameer Sahib to go to Ghuznee without any delay. The 
Ameer answered that he appreciated all that his adviser said, 
and felt uneasy, too, until he could go, but that he was await- 
ing the reply of Sirdar Abdul Rhyman Khan; and, moreover, 
he knew that, until Shere Ali had completed his arrangements, 
he would not move from Kandahar.. On the 21st, Mirza Zahir 
Khan (who had just arrived from Ghuznee) stated that the 
Belooch Sirdars had agreed to give him four thousand soldiers, 
at five rupees per month per man. The forces of the Ameer 
Shere Aliare assembled from Kandahar to Chargoie, and they 
will soon attack Ghuznee. General Daood Shah has ran away 
from Cabul to join Shere. Ali Khan, taking with him twenty 
eavalry., Fifty cavalry have been sent after him, with orders 
to killshim whenever they find him, and to imprison all his fol- 
lowers,” &. After this comes much that is of no interest to Go- 
vernment, such as the appointment or promotion of Sadul Shah 
to the rank of General. ‘ This is the person who defeated Shere 
Ali Khan in the first fight. The people of Hazara Shaikh Ali 
are said to be outwardly rebellious, hearing which the Ameer 
ordered their Chief to be brought in. at. once.’ The people of 


Cabul are said to wish that Shere Ali Khan shall be. Ammer 
of Cabul.”’ 


~The Nujm-ool-Ukhbar of the 13th of May, referring to the 
Bdusationsl Department, says that a’ report: has been made, 
asking why English Head-imasters of schools receive from one 
hundred rupees and upwards per month, while the poor Arabic 
and Persian Masters have to rest content with Rs. 80. to 40. 
The writer goes on to say,—‘ It is proposed (or suggested) that 
the pay of these should be equal; and this is'a very proper 
measure, for the Arabic and Sanskrit languages ° are not: less 
difficult ‘than’ English, ‘and are, moreover, ‘only ‘attained with 
rauch more trouble and. application, ' Now T ‘ask, ‘if Masters 
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learned in Arabic were appointed to English schools, i in. what 
way would their: talents be made useful. The condition of the 
English schools 1 is this,. that any student who has acquired. both 
Oordoo and Persian at home might gain somewhat in Eng- 
lish schools too; otherwise he will remain‘as. he was, for in all 
the western provinces there will be found but few who have. 
learned two languages.: Here were some students who first 
learned in Arabic and Persian schools, and then went into Eng- 
lish schools. Of course these have acquired two languages; but 
in no other school has this been done, because the appointment 
of such men is not ‘necessary in English schools, but only in 
Tehseelee schools is it necessary; and if the Inspector should 
ask why they do not learn Arabic and Sanskrit, the reply. is 
that there is more taste for English tuition than Persian ; but 
if in Tehseelee schools such an arrangement could be made, 
vitality would be restored to them: for when I look vale the 
former and present state of things, I feel great sorrow.’ 


The Allygurh Institute Gazette of the 15th of May esba 
the usual amount of interesting matter in Oordoo and English. 


The Lawrence Gazette of the 15th of May opens with an 
article headed ** Good Habits and Customs which are pleas- 
ing to all.” The writer quotes Lord Stanley’s opinion that 
the greatness, honour, ease, and comfort of human beings de- 
pend upon their good conduct and habits; that a man can 
mend his ways whenever he pleases; that bad habits are not 
born or created with any one ; and that a man of good habits, 
however small and unimportant he may be, can still. com- 
mand respect with the public, as good habits will always 
command | more respect than wealth,” &., &. The writer - 
proceeds to quote a portion of a letter of Lord Canning’s, write 
ten in 1861, stating that “he did not approve of anything but 
good habits for. the, acquirement of dignity, and that. although 
there might be delay in obtaining this, still he felt. certain 
that . Would reach the summit of his wishes,” ke. , &e. The 
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example of good people, and for'this they (the ‘English) are 
famed in:all quarters of the globe.” The opinions of Sidney 
Smith; Lord Cockburn, and their coridust, are given in proof 
of the writer’s argument that good habits and “conduct com- 
mand respect, &c., &e. He continues,—‘*‘ When such bene- 
fits may be derived from good habits, it is incumbent upon 


all to eschew evil, and adopt such a course of conduct as may 
entitle us to those benefits.” 


The Moofeed-ool. Anam of the 14th of May notices that the 
Government of Hind have discontinued the appointment of 
Assistant Resident at N nope. 


Iti is remarked that, in the Hurdwar District, robberies and 
other outrages are much more frequent than in other districts. 
A recent instance is given of an outrage committed upon 
two persons, who were robbed and severely beaten with clubs. 
‘The Sub-Inspector of Police has succeeded in capturing some 


of the offenders, who have been made over to the Sessions for 
trial,” | 


The Adeeb Hind of the 15th of may. does not require par- 
ticular notice. 


The Punjabi Ukhbar of the 15th of May, after extracts 
from English and other papers, mentions a rumour to the 
effect that “ the Government of India have it in contemplation 


to transfer the Mysore territory to the Madras Government, 
as itis situated so near to Madras; and, besides this, now 


that the Maharajah is no more, it is quite necessary that each 
case should be enquired into through the Commissioner of 


Mysore, whose correspondence with the Government of India 
would be more troublesome and less expeditious.” 


The attempt to assassinate His Royal: ‘Highness the Duke 
0 of Edinburgh i is noticed without comment. 


Under. the bending: ‘¢ Baroda,” it is said that the Chief of 
that place, finding that the deusdene | in the amount of money 
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given for charitable purposes, and ‘the lessening of other ex- 
penses, would not answer ‘his: purpose, commenced seizing 
‘the wealthy men: ‘of: the place, and foreing them’ to give 
money. As proof of this, two instances are given: from one 
of the persons imprisoned, a lakh of rupees (£10,000) is re- 
quired, while of:the other Rs, 52,000 (£5,200) is demanded. 
“ & wealthy banker, who used to furnish loans to the Baroda 
people, has also: been seized, and the officers’ of the Rajah 
say to him,—* Now, Setjee Sahib, give Rs. 13,000, and take 


the road to your house ; ‘otherwise look ‘Upon this as your 
home.” ; 


The Neor-ool«Absar of the Lb5th of May notices the distribu- 
Hon: of oo in the in District schools. ; 


‘The Julwatior of the 16th of May, and the Kaleid Ummed 
and the: Koh-i-N oor of the same date, do not require parti- 
cular notioe. 


‘The Natya Rejisthan of the 8th of May, after extract from 
various ‘sources, publishes the following concerning Tonk :— 
“The mismanagement. of this place is daily increasing, and 
this is owing, in great measure, to’ some persons who indulged 
false hopes of occupying the guddee (throne) ; and when they 
found themselves mistaken, they contrived, with the aid of 
fraud.and deceit, to set the authorities against Mahomed 
Ali Khan,—-so much so, in fact, as to get him removed from 
the State, and themselves installed as well-wishers and 
members of Committees, &., &. Two of these persons, who 
were concerned in the disturbances at Tonk, are also in Com- 
mittees, &, ‘Their desire was to have become masters of 
the State, and when, by | falsehood and wrong, they. failed to 
gain their point, they managed: to find an opportunity of 
getting jagheers, pensions, &., and are now bent upon effect 
ing the ruin and: destruction of the State. If the Govern- 
ment:and the Parliament ‘are both just, it is their wish . to 
Prove ‘that: by their dectit they have. brought > misfortune 

Upon the-Nawab.:' The Government might with a facing of 
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mercy, restore that, Chief to his former position.’ If this is 
done, then, will, commence.a fresh series of troubles on the 
Nawab and the management of the State; and, with the 
idea that times change, they are,plundering on all sides. It 
is now discovered that there is a defalcation of two lakhs and 
thirty-one thousand rupees. . It seems that, before his banish-. 
ment, the ex-Nawab had put a stop to such proceedings, and 


discharged them. when he discovered their faults; and it is 
_ said that the Nawab, when in. camp at Deolee, petitioned the 


Governor-General’s: Agent. to. take accounts from them, 
through the new ones.” The Editor here remarks that, ‘if a 
proper investigation is made, it will be found that these 
people have made away with the missing money,-under pre- 
tence of having remitted it. ‘The wonder. is that, after sad- 
dling the State with a debt amounting to fourteen and a half 
lakhs of rupees, they have managed to get: the sanction of 
the Agent. If the authorities were to look into'and examine 
old documents, the fraudulent acts of these people, would soon 
be discovered.” The Editor adds that * some of these daring 
rebels, who think that the English are very wise, converse in 
this manner,—viz., that the Sahib Assistant-and Agent at 
Deolee have been deceived by the new people, and, in conse- 
quence of so much misrule; accept the arrangements and 
take the advice of the new-'set. All. this is false; it is not 
the case. The wise: English ‘have such good counsel, that 
the most renowned wisdom: of Untn has: been surpassed 
by them,: But, let the worst kind of fraud on the part of 
Hindostanees be’shown in its’ worst light, it has no chance 
with the English: Sahib. : My opinion is: that those who are 


learnéd ‘and wisé,'and are well acquainted with the management 


of the country, will side with us in opinion’ that, until the 


Agent ‘of. the. Governor-General ‘and the ‘Assistant Agent 
become’ ‘acquainted: ‘with ' the ‘ptivate as well as the public 
affairs of ‘this State; ‘they ‘ought: not to let these men’ sit on 
Committees or'Counieil connected with ‘the affairs‘of the State. 
For instance, ‘two points are here‘ shown’: those who are 10W 
- Constituted Committee-men of this State,‘used, in the'time of 
the ex-Nawab, ‘to récgive'pay' for their work, and ‘some were: 
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pensioners 5 “now they, with the old pay, get, over and above 
that sum, from Rs. 300 to 400 a month.: This is‘a piece of extra- 
-vapance, as the old allowance is quite sufficient for them, be- 
cause the ex-Nawab ‘gave to those who were his relations an 
allowance for their services, independent of their family pay,” 
&c., &e. ‘The writer goes on to say that ‘* Moonshee Zahoor 
Ali: became hakim’ in the dewani, and his son, who had been 
‘discharged for bribery and embezzlement, is now appointed 
naib, while his second son is appointed mohurrir in the same 
‘department. Now observe, supposing that these are most 
honourable and trustworthy men, still the placing of them in 
one department must excite suspicion. As the Sahib Assist- 
ant has gone all over the country, and looked into all the 
affairs of the State, it is certain that he will soon find out 
and bring to account all the evil and bad characters of the 
State.” | | 


~ ‘The ‘Dubduba Secundra of the 9th of May and the Halos 
Vkhbar of the 18th do not segs any particular notice. 


The Ukkbar Alum of the 14th of May, after extracts from 
other ‘papers, publishes an article on “ False Spies;” upon 
which the Editor makes some remarks to the effect that “it 
is strange that Government servants should turn out such 
rebels, and create disturbances, bringing affliction on travel- 
lers, &c., anil yet that there should be no penichmens for them, 
and. they still remain on in the service.” He adds, —‘* these 
are the people who are always bringing down is and it 
is only right that they should be turned out, and goed men 
be entertained ; in their stead.” 


The Mujm-ool Bharain of the 14th of “May oblishes ex~ 
‘tracts'from other papers, English and Oordoo._. The following 
thenappears :—‘¢ It is said that’ the Shah of Bokhara: has 
divided some property amongst his children, and visits them 
occasionally for his own comfort and happiness, remains ‘a 
few days with: ‘them, and then returns to Bokhara. . »But,”’ 
adda the’ writer, ‘‘ in'that placeyhe does not live at ease, goes 
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not out elsewhere, and never wears new clothes, Some of 


the courtiers remarked that, they could not: understand his 
ways at all; and that his stingy habits surprised them, The 
king replied,‘ Whether I put.the crown on my head and sit 
‘on the throne, whether I go with my forces, or take pleasure 
in the gardens, or vit in the Rung Mahal,—nowhere is there eage 
and comfort for me. Night and dayI pray to God to take me 
out of this world. The Russian army -has ruined me, and I 
have become. so detested that all disdain to take my name, 
This king is very unlucky—my children are dissatisfied, the 
world my enemy ; and there is no place where I can live at 
ease.” 


The Rahnoomai Punjab of the 15th of May, after extracts 
from other sources, refers to the conduct of the Officer 
Commanding at Sealkote, and brings it to notice “ for the 
benefit of the head hakim:” :—‘‘ The last night of the 
Mohurrum fell this year on a Saturday, and the poor Maho- 
medans, who had been stinting themselves of necessaries to 
save money to make their éazzias, were disappointed to find 
that the Commanding Officer had prohibited all music at the 
time it was most required,—viz., after 9 o’clock p.m. The 
Mahomedans petitioned for music after 12 o’clock, but the 
sahib would not listen to anything, and stood firm to his 
orders ; the consequence being that the people suffered great 
inconvenience and loss, and they wonder at the view taken 
of justice by this gentleman. Some say that this order was 
issued for his comfort and_religion,” &c., &c. The writer 
goes on to say that ‘this Commanding Officer took no heed of 
the thing which both Hindoos and Mahomedans recognize, 
although the Queen’s, the Governor-General’s, the Lieu- 
nant-Governor’s, and all other authorities’ orders are to the 
effect that there shall be no ‘interference in religious cere- 
monies. The'Government suffers a loss of lakhs of. rupees, 
and never fails to give holidays upon religious occasions. It 
is not knewn why this Commanding Officer has acted in this 
Manner. What! are not these also subjects of the Queen ¢ 
Hf not; then this tyranny is'correct'; but the wonder. is that,

Church of Christ ! If this custom prevails, then why’ was:

. about fourteen years of age, is to come from the Fort Dhairawur 
to Bhawulpore to be educated. At first, owing to this young 
Chief not being acquainted with the Political Agent, it was 
difficult to arrange this; but, now that he has become 
acquainted with the Agent and his pleasant manners, he has 


gained confidence, and wishes from his heart to come into 
the city.”” 


The Ukhkbar Unjuman of the 16th of May, the Meerut Ga- 
zélte of the same date, and the Zea-ool Ukhbar of the 20th, 
do not require atte ntion. 


The Rohilkund Ukkbar of the 16th of May, after extracts 
from Government orders and other sources, publishes the fol- 
lowing under the heading Husdoor :—“‘ In Husdoor, the J oint 
Magistrate is said to have dismissed a chuprassee, without 
good cause for so doing. The chuprassee appealed to the Com- 
missioner ; hearing which, the Joint Magistrate sent for the — 
chuprassee to his own house, beat and kicked him severely, | 
wd turned him out of his housee This was reported to the 
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siniiaae who fined the eins Magistrate fifteen rupees, 
and reported the same,’’

The Khair Khawh Punjab of the 21st of mre does ‘not 
eontain any thing of im portance, : 


The. Nujm-ool Ukhbar of the 20th of Mey juldtel an article | 
upon, ¢ Female Infanticide.” The writer says that, * although’ 
the Government have. done everything in: their power to pre- 
vent the: murder of female children, still the’ ertme %s:perpe- 
trated secretly to a great-extent, ‘When’ two or three eases 
are brought: forward in a district, the authorities ‘look into 
the matter, but after a few days all is forgotten. ' The remedy 


for this is secret. enquiry ; but-all Englishmen are averse 


to this. This plan was well carried out in the western pro- 
vinces, but it did not last longer than the term of office of 
those who originated it. In. the. year 1852, every exertion 
was made to investigate this; the screen. whieh concealed this 
evil act was raised, and the truth became apparent. Many 


horrible things were revealed in. connection with this crime > 


the fear of the mothers concerning the,sex,, of their .. unborn 
children, and their distraction .when they. learnt their, fate, Sey, 
&e. aie: they used to: beat. their, heads. against the wall, 
and wail! &., &¢, ‘There can be no doubt that, those who in-. 
terested themselves in the measures for preventing this. crime. 
did good, but. not so much good as might: have, been expected. 
was done,” The Editor eng gests. that, no, exertions; should ne 
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spared to prevent this crime. A separate, distinct department, 
with regular spies, should be organized, &. ; but he does not 
think the Government would sanction such a measure. Still, 
when all other plans have failed, he thinks that something 
should be done.
